While admitting the probability of 
the drifting nature ot the vast ice 
stretches covering the site of the Pole, 
removing the evidences he left there 
April 21st and 22nd. 1908, the date of 
the discovery of the Pole, Cook stated 
that when he presented his records 
and observations to scientific men all
